Casella, a many-sided genius, is 
one of the most talked-of figures 
in the musical world. As apostle 
of the Italian modernists, he has 
had a strong influence on contem- 
porary music. Of all modern com- 
posers, his work has been charac- 
terized by the most tonal freedom 
and daring. He has explored into 


the realm of undiscovered chords. 
Musicians and critics at first 
fought wordy battles over his 


works, but his music has lived and 
today is enthusiastically acclaimed 


and given prominence by sym- 
phonic orchestras. 
Casella’s first symphony ap- 


peared in 1905 when he was barely 
22 years old. Since then he has 
produced an astonishing number 
of works notwithstanding his ar- 
tistic tours and his academic duties 


at the St. Cecilia Academy of 
Rome. 


In 1913, Casella produced “Notte 
di Naggio” which marked a date 
in contemporaneous musical his- 
tory. This work, with its audaci- 
ous chords, was given a first hear- 
ing in Paris and immediately be- 
came the sensation of the hour. 
The World War found Casella in 
Paris and he saw much of the 
agony of France in her darkest 
hours, which inspired in 1915 his 
“Pagine die Guerra.” These are 
a series of strikingly realistic pic- 
tures of the war. This was fol- 
lowed in 1917, by “Elegia Eorica,” 
to some minds the noblest musical

VER since the days of our 
e first happy endings, there nas 
been a persistent idea abroad 
that the American drama is irr-.- 
vocably committed to the sunni-r 
side of playmaking. Part of this 
may be a reflection of those dim, 
remote seasons, when vice met i's 
just deserts in last act 
virtue (in the person of the blonde 
heroine) was rescued from the 
mill-pond just in time to meet the 
blissful embrace of the hero 
the curtain fell.

Imag- 
ine a city that Has been crippled, as 
though a great knife had cut through 
the streets, severing the tangled skein 
of nerves just below the surface. No 
light no telephone, nce water, no gas, 

It is a disaster; it is what results 
when there is a great flood, a storm, 
a fire, It is what relief agencies, such 
as the Red Cross, have to confront 
time and again. And until very re- 
cently one of the greatest difficulties 
Wes the absence of any means of com- 
Munication, 

But that obstacle has now been re- 
moved. Even though each one of the 
delicate nerves igs cut right in two and 
the town or community is completely 
isolated from the outside world there 
isa way of talking to the trapped in- 
habitants and finding out their needs. 
It is a perfected system of code sig- 
naling between land and airplane——the 
hewest wrinkle in saving human lives. 

This system was tried out by the 
Red Cross for the first time during 
the floods that swept the South and 
Middle West jiast month. And it 
worked. tt worked to the ameliora- 
tian of a xreat deal of human misery.

Red Cross experience has 
taught preparedness.

Then if a disaster occurs, the 
Red Cross chapter immediately 
offers local authorities the serv- 
ice of the organization, which 
means that the Disaster Relef 
Committee is ready to deal with 
a Situation that it understands 
At once the chapter also notifies 
the National Red Cross ao that 
it may be ready to assist, if nee- 
essary, with trained disaster 
workers, nurses and in other 
ways. 
sergeant Burkhardt, who flew 
with Major Wassall and snapped 
the photographs, said: ‘We just 
made it between storms. The signals 
showed clearly on the ground, and no 
difficulty was experienced in dropping 
the bags on the letters, which were a 
good target. The flight was made 
under extremely adverse _ visibility 
conditions, and for that reason the 
photographs would be even clearer on 
a bright day.’” Major Wasaall's flight 
was then made under typical weather 
conditions accompanying fioods and 
proves that planes can do the job. 
ESIDES complete destruction of 
coInmunication, it may be that 
medical supplies are urgently 
needed at some town where a plane 
could not land In cases like this, 
upon word of the situation, the Na 
tional Red Cross will get in touch 
with Major Wasaal!l at once. He in 
turn will secure permission for the 
flight from the proper authorities in 
Jefferson City. The necessary articles 
will be rushed to the Sit. Louis Flying 
Field and iymmediately carried to their 
destination by Major Wassal!'s flyers. 
A flyer returned to a spot in South- 
ern Alabama where for two days he 
had dropped food to refugees. On his 
lust trip he was surprised to see the 
people below running about excitedly 
Thinking there must be another mes- 
sage for him, he circled and watched, 
and as he did so he saw spelled out in 
odds and ends of shirts, sheets and 
cloth, ‘‘God Bless You. They waved 
at him and he waved back and then 
sped away His work was over and 
he was needed elsewhere 
The fact that the world is linked by 
such slender and delicate means of 
communication has worried many 
thinkers In a recent book the econ 
ymiist, Stuart Chase, wrote 
“An engineer once explained to me 
how a hundred key men, operating its 
veins of water, power, gas, sewage dis 
posal, milk supply and communica 
tions, could snuff out the life of « 
great city, almost as neatly as though 
every crevice had been filled with 
poison gas. Even in the country, with 
a growing use of electric power, the 
telephone, gasoline and imported food- 
stuffs, we lean heavily on machines 
we do not understand When a fuse 
blows out in my suburban home. we 
can neither see, cook por keep warm 
The machine has presented us with a 
central nervous aystem, protected with 
no spinal vertebrae, lying almost 
naked for the cutting. Jf for one 
reason or another it is cut, we face a 
terrifying. perhapa a mortal, crisis.’ 
But Red Cross officials believe that 
such a crisis would not be as serious 
as Chase and others believe, that aid 
could still be brought to the stricken 
community in the form of precisely or

It was her 
twenty-eighth birthday and she wished 
to celebrate it gayly in the company 
of a few friends to whom she had be- 
come attached during her stay in 
Switzerland. 

The brilliantly lighted Kursaal Res- 
taurant was packed with a cosmopoli- 
tan crowd. Vivilla threw searching 
glances around as if looking for some- 
body. Then she caught sight of a 
young man sitting at the other end 
of the dining room, and calling a 
waiter said to him: 

“Do you see that gentleman over 
there-—-the young man in a dinner 
jacket? Yes, M. Raymond Boissier, 
the banker. Go to him and teli him 
that I am celebrating my birthday and 
would like to drink a glass of cham- 
pagne with him. Ask him to come 
over for a moment.” 

The waiter obeyed, and came back 
in a moment. M. Boissier was very 
sorry, he said, but was unable to ac- 
cept Madame’s invitation because he 
was with friends. 

Vivilla nodded, a sudden flame flar- 
ing in her eyes, then rose and walked 
to the table where M. Boissier was 
sitting.

VERY year in St. 
Louis—and in all 
other large cities

The number of of- 
fenses for which demerits and other 
punishments may be given is as the 
sands of the desert.

back in 1861—first year 
of the Civil War. Cadet 
Kress of those days was 
given five demerits for

Louls association, added three demer- 
its to his collection for “building a fire 
in his company street."’ 

Tactical officers—-commissioned of- 
ficers in charge of cadet companies 
and intrusted with the instruction and 
inspection of said companies—are, to 
the eye of the cadet, necessary evils.

According 
to the report, Cadet Taylor had ‘‘an 
unauthorized bottle of hair tonic be- 
tween the folds of mattress at Sun- 
day morning inapection."’
